Mike has been spending days out at the Moses Project in 
support of Mission UpReach’s work there. The Moses 
Project is a ministry to help young men from financially 
poor families to grow and develop into leaders. Our work 
in Corquin has benefitted by this outreach as several of our 
members were initially contacted through their children 
or friends that pass through the program. At the project, 
Mike is helping grow the chicken operation to a point 
where it serves as both a training ground for the boys, as 
well as a source of income to support the project and 
reduce dependency on donations. The Moses Project is 
currently selling coffee (Subida brand), tilapia, vegetables 
and chicken from the agro-industries that the boys are 
learning.

A Blessed Send-Off 

Last Sunday was the official send-off for the Potrerillos Church! The first Sunday of November, this 
wonderful group of people will be meeting for the first time in their own community. We will be 
worshiping with them on Sunday mornings and then with the group in Corquin in the afternoon. The men 
chosen to preach that day in Corquin will travel up with us as well, until the men in Potrerillos are ready to 
do that on their own. Kris will be teaching the kid’s class, as she does in Corquin, while showing the women 
there how to do that so they can take on that responsibility. For the occasion, Mike made them their own 
songbooks as a gift to take with them. 

We are constantly amazed by God’s plans. In February of 2017, we held our first meeting with seven 
individuals in our home. In October 2018, the Santa Rosa church hosted a send-off for the Corquin church 
as we were ready to meet on our own. And now, just one year later we are witnessing God plant His second 
church in our area! We are excited to see what He has in store for Corquin and its surrounding areas over 
the next several years. Please be in prayer for this new body of believers and for us as we try to minister 
and mentor these two separate groups. 



This photo is of the men and women of our congregation 
who helped a local widow in need. Her daughter-in-law 
died several months ago leaving her with two small 
grandchildren to care for. She lived in a house with dirt 
floors, walls made from broken fan parts and tree limbs, 
and a roof that leaked every time it rained. Our church built 
her a metal house with a concrete floor and presented her 
the keys Sunday after the assembly. This family can now 
sleep knowing they won’t wake up wet and cold this fall.
